It was at this city that Khrush- | 


chev chose to boast of Soviet | 
progress and to promise that con- | 
sumer goods in the tempestuous | 
boom ahead will ‘‘develop side by | 
side with heavy industry.” 
For Americans there is but one | 
text—and while Mr. Khrushchev 
did not so mean it, it should be a 
symbolic one for us... . 
“Comrades, there is 
America (ahead of us! )”’ 


It is not a conservative future 
into which we are heading. The 
Communist challenge is in every 
land which looks at Russian in- 
dustrial progress and sees it as 
a shortcut. Adlai Stevenson re- 
ported the tremendous progress 
which would be needed in some 
underdeveloped countries to raise 
the average per capita income 
from $100 to $150 per year. He 
noted that a credit of millions in 
American aid to some country 
dependent on coffee could be 
wiped out by a fall of a mere. 
half a cent per pound of that ex- | 
port bean.

Win Key Round 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—A $375 million federal aid 
program for parochial and private schools Tuesday 
cleared the House Education Committee. The vote was 


19 to 11. 


The new program was con- 
tained in a bill to liberalize and 
extend the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act for periods ranging 
from three to five years. It now 
is scheduled to expire July I, 
1962. 


The measure would provide for 
low-interest loans to parochial 
and non-profit schools for con- 
struction of gymnasiums, lunch- 
rooms and classrooms for the 
teaching of mathematics, science 
and languages. 


$125 MILLION A YEAR 


’ It would earmark $125 million 
a year for this purpose for a 
three-year period. Schools could 
repay the loans over a 40-year 
period. 

The bill is a key part of the 
administration’s strategy for win- 
ning Congressional approval of 
President Kennedy’s big public 
school aid plan. 

The aid for parochial schools 
is deemed necessary by Demo- 
cratic strategists to win Cath- 
olic votes for the broader public 
school measure. Which now is 
stalled in the House Rules Com- 
mittee awaiting action on the bill 
approved Tuesday.

ROBERT KENNEDY SCORES BREAKTHROUGH 


U.S. Indicts 13, Smashing 
U.S.-Wide Horse Bet Setup 


WASHINGTON 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy scored 
his first breakthrough against or- 
ganized gambling Tuesday. A fed- 
eral grand jury indicted 13 men 
for their part in a nationwide 
horse-race betting system. 


The system, linking 2 cities by 
telephone, stretched from New 
York to Los Angeles, from Chica- 
go to New Orleans. 


The men were charged with 
concealing the system by using 
illegal long-distance telephone 
hookups, thus cheating the federal 
government out of taxes and the 
American Telephone & Telegraph 


_|Co. of toll charges. 


The illegal hookups were said to 
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have been maintained for years. 
The indictments, returned by a 
grand jury.in New Orleans, listed 
calls. from Nov. 1, 1952 to July 31, 
1959. 


The grand jury accused the men 
of paying telephone-company em- 
ployes to fix switchboards so the 
betting calls could go through. 


Unofficial sources described the 
indicted men as some of the big- 
gest names in horse-race lay-off 
gambling operations.

A bookmaker is the agent who 
takes the illegal bet. Often, when 


he feels he has collected more | ing 


bets than he can cover, he places 
some of the bets. with larger op- 
erators. This is known as lay-off 
betting. 


Large-scale. betting operations 
use telephone hookups to lay off 
bets with different gamblers 
throughout the country. 

Kennedy said the indicted men 
concealed the nature and scope of 
their gambling operation by “cor- 
ruptly and unlawfully securing 
free unauthorized long-distance 
telephone service, through the use 
of the services of telephone com- 
pany long-lines repairmen.”’

Pulls Down 


Living Cost 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
cost of living dropped slightly in 
May for the second time in five 
months, led by reductions in meat 
and poultry prices, the Labor De- 
partment reported Tuesday. 


The department’s monthly re- 
port also showed that factory 
workers’ take-home pay (average 
$82.44 a week) rose to a record 
high for the month. Pay envelopes 
were fatter because the business 
recovery led to more overtime 
work. 


(In Atlanta retail food prices 
slipped downward for the fifth 
consecutive month, and dropped 
below year-ago levels for the first 
time in 15 months, according to 
Brunswick Bagdon, regional di- 
rector of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 


(Lower prices for fruits and 
vegetables, and the ‘‘other foods 
group”’ were responsible for the 
decrease in May.) 


About 123,000 employes of alum- 
inum, tin can and aircraft firms 
whose wages are tied to the price 
index were scheduled to receive 
pay raises of two to three cents 
an hour because of past hikes in 
living costs. 


Some 23,000 employes of Repub- 
lic Aviation and small metal 
working firms will take a pay cut 
of one cent an hour. There will 
be no change for an additional 
164,000 workers whose wage rates 
are reviewed in light of the May 
report. 


Living costs have been relative- 
ly stable for the past eight 
months. 

Meat dealers, competing with 
poultry raisers for center spot on 
the dinner table, lowered their 
prices for the fourth consecutive 
month.

Boondoggle Costs 
Run Mighty High! 


Sale of the first 30 million dollars in 
bonds to initiate Georgia’s 100-million- 
dollar road _ reconstruction program 
should signal an early beginning of sal- 
vaging a billion-dollar investment of tax- 
payers’ funds. Since we’ve had to under- 
take such a program, it should proceed at 
full speed. 

The sale, however, calls attention te 
several matters which the state and the 
taxpayers should note with care. 

In the first place, it points up the 
shameful neglect through the years of 
maintenance needs of our main high- 
ways. This has resulted from political 
ambitions and political pressures. Gover- 
nors and legislators have been elected on 
promises of roads, letting the miles of 
paving already constructed go to pot. 

The state’s system of main highways— 
roads which bear more than 80 per cent 
of the traffic—have deteriorated to such 
an extent as to become known as among 
the worst in the nation. 

Let all—especially the taxpayers— 
note the second point. Interest costs on 
these 30-year bonds will amount to $18,- 
917,275—more than half the principal. 
This is another price of neglect. These are 
funds which must be diverted from fu- 
ture road projects, probably maintenance. 

It is perhaps too much to hope for but 
the state badly needs a maintenance for- 
mula to keep our roads in repair. Unless 
a realistic method is adopted, the 100 
million to be spent on this crash program 
will end the same way. Somebody should 
give some serious thought to who is foot- 
ing the bill for all these bond issues and 
those yet to come. 

Taxpayers themselves should remem- 
ber that politically-built roads without 
thought of repair inevitably result in 
waste. Interest on huge bond issues for 
crash programs to salvage what’s left 
comes from the same pockets and dilutes 
our road building and maintenance abili- 
ity indefinitely. 
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Trend in the South 
To an Urban Population 


A reminder of the changing nature 
of the South comes into the form of new 
statistics released by the U.S. Department 
of Commerce. 

Over 21 million Southerners reside in 
79 urban areas. That’s 39 per cent of 
the region’s population. 

The South is still more rural than the 
nation as a whole (which is 53 per cent 
urban, including the figures for the South 
in the total), but the trend is obvious.

Alan Kemper Used

Piedmont Road Median 
Shouldn’t Be Abandoned 


The board of aldermen will be setting 
a bad precedent if it accepts the recom- 
mendation of the Traffic and Transpor- 
tation Committee on the Piedmont road 
median. 

The committee agreed with two firms 
located on the east side of Piedmont that 
each needs to be able to drive across the 
median in order to send trucks south. The 
two firms, Goodyear and Foremost, argue 
that otherwise its largest trucks must 
drive a mile north to Peachtree before 
being able to turn south. (Smaller ve- 
hicles can use Alpine and East Wesley, 
a “detour” of only a few hundred feet.) 


While it is true that retention of the 
median will work a hardship on the two 
firms, it is really a minor one compared 
to the mischief with traffic that doing 
away with it will cause. If the divider 
strip is cut for two firms all the dozen 
service stations along Piedmont could 
then be expected to ask for the same 
service. So would the two shopping cen- 


ters. So would a great many other indus- 


tries and businesses. So, for that matter, 
would homeowners. 


The result would be a Piedmont much 
less efficient and much less safe than 
what we have now. Goodyear and Fore- 
most trucks involved here number about 
60 (the tank cars and tractor-trailers).

‘Hinges on 4 Events 


WASHINGTON—Four events will have to oc- 
cur before the President or the people can @ 
know whether the government of the United 
States is to be furnished with a better instrument than a Taft- 
Hartley injunction to forestall or end strikes which “imperil the 
national health or safety,” as President Kennedy has now found 
the shipping strike to be. These events are: 

The President’s decision, after 
receiving the first report of the 
fact-finding board he has just 
appointed, whether to ask the 
federal courts for a Taft-Hartley 
injunction. The issuance of the 
federal court orders, and their 
affirmation on appeal, which 
will compel the strikers to re- 
turn to work for 80 days before 
their strike can be resumed. 
The second report to the Presi- 
dent of the fact-finding board 
by the 75th day of the injunc- 
tion period. His recommenda- 
tions to Congress in forwarding 
this report, whether or not the 
strike has been settled mean- 
while by agreement between 
the parties 
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measures can they be tested for 
their effectiveness to bring 
about the enduring and fair set- 
tlements of these disputes be- 
yond the power of a Taft-Hart- 
ley injunction to provide. And 
since Kennedy apparently con-

WASHIGTON (UPI) — A coa- 
lition of Republicans and Southern 
Democrats dealt the Kennedy ad- 
ministration a sharp blow Tues- 
day when the Senate Agriculture 
Committee rejected the key pro- 
duction control section of the ad- 
ministration’s omnibus farm bill. 


The committee voted 98 to 
adopt a provision under which the 
secretary of agriculture would be 


instructed to develop new farm 
programs and send them to Con- 
gress as ordinary legislation. 


The administration had asked 
for a procedure under which new 
farm control programs would be 
developed by the secretary of ag- 
riculture and farmer committees, 
subject to congressional veto. The 
authority for the use of marketing 
orders on a wider range of crops 
than are covered under this reg- 
ulatory device at present.

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By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. : 
‘Dear Dr. Molner: Is there anything new on multiple 


sclerosis?—J. W., a victim of MS. 


To my knowledge, there is no 
exciting new treatment for multi- 
ple sclerosis, nor has there been 
identification of the cause. 


But, although cause and cure of 
MS remain unknown, a consider- 
able body of information has ac- 
cumulated on the management of 
the disease, the art of keeping the | 
patient comfortable and active. 


Theories of the cause range 
from some unidentified virus to 
allergic reactions, to disorders 
affecting the circulation. But until 
there is definite knowledge of | 
what causes MS, and how, we 
have no way of seeking a cure. | 
Much research has been done and 
is still in progress. 


We know that the disease is 
accompanied by changes in the 
nerve fibers, resulting in faulty 
operation of the muscles in the af- 
fected areas. This can be any- 
thing from visual disturbances to 
general muscular weakness. 


It is well known that, although 
some cases develop rapidly, oth- 
er cases are very slow, and the 
disease may ‘“‘smoulder along” 
for 20 or 30 years. For reasons 
unknown, the disease is featured 
by remissions—periods in which 
the symptoms subside. 


This makes it difficult to study 
but it also brings many patients | 
substantial periods of relief. 


Three rules of caring for MS 
are: Help the patient lead a rel- 
atively calm life; avoid fatigue; 
maintain good nutrition. 


Emotional upsets or tension are 
extremely important. I have 
known personally of a number of 
instances of an emotional disturb- 
ance being followed by a relapse 
or worsening of the disease. 


Psychotherapy, either to relieve 
the patient’s anxiety, or to ease 
family discord, or alleviate other 
kinds of tension may be urgently 
required. This emotional aspect 
of MS, unfortunately, is too often 
neglected. 


As for medical treatments, 
drugs to dilate blood vessels, to 
relax spasm, anticoagulants, and 
antihistamines to combat any al- 
lergic disturbance present, are 
used but cannot be guaranteed to 
help—because, after all, we don’t 
know the cause. 


Physical therapy (massage, 
proper exercise, etc.) designed to 
reeducate weakened muscles, re- 
duce spasm and preserve as 
much useful movement of the 
muscles as possible, is an accept- 
ed help. —

An interesting illustration of pre- 
cision in slam bidding, with a min- 
imum of guesswork and risk, is 
recorded today. North opened 
with one diamond and South with 
the natural response of one spade. 
At this point North’s rebid of two 
hearts, a technical “reverse” was 
adequate for, though such a bid 
is not forcing, South is encouraged 
to go on with any reasonable hold- 
ing. 


South temporarily rebid the 
spades and then North raised to 
three, figuring that jack-ten was 
adequate support for a rebid suit. 
He could take no more virorous 
action at this point, because, so 
far as he coyld tell, partner might 
have nothing but a_ rebiddable 
spade suit and no particular high 
card strength. 


South was sensitive to the splen- 
did fit of the hand. Most of his 
losers were covered by partner’s 
two bids and the singleton club 
loomed as very important. He 
made one try for slam by showing 
the diamond fit, which afforded 
North the opportunity to show pos- 
session of the ace of clubs. 


This was enough information for 
South, and he contracted for the 
slam which, it will be seen, was a 
laydown. 


Note that if South’s holdings in 
clubs and hearts were reversed, 
that is, if he held three clubs and 
one heart, there would have been 
no slam, beause a club trick 
could be established by the de- 
fense before the ace of trumps 
was driven out.

Cook Raps 
Integration 
Help Offer 


By DICK HEBERT 


Attorney General Eugene Cook 
said Tuesday there was not the 
“slightest evidence’ of trouble 
foreseen in the September deseg- 
regation of Atlanta schools. 


Cook called a U.S. Justice de- 
partment conference on Atlanta 
school desegregation problems a 
‘secret strategy meeting’ and 
said it pre-supposed ‘‘a_ break- 
down in law enforcement on the 
local and state level, and that the 
people of Atlanta would defy the 
enforcement”’ of a school integra- 
tion decree issued by the Federal 
District Court. 


OFFERS HELP 


He was referring to last week’s 
meeting of the civil rights divi- 
sion chief, Burke Marshall, and 
other federal and local officials. 
The department offered Atlanta 
full cooperation in next fall’s 
school desegregation. 


Cook said the governor had 
made it ‘‘crystal clear’’ at a re- 
cent press conference that “if 
there is trouble and the local law 
enforcement officers are unable 
to cope with any given situation, 
he as chief executive will make 
use of the police power of the 
state and afford every law en- 
forcement state agency that 
might be necessary.” 


‘“‘In my opinion, the Justice de- 
partment and the President have 
no right to prepare to send armed 
U.S. marshals into Atlanta when 
there is no evidence of the need 
of such federal interference with 
local and state rights.’’ 


ATLANTA COMPETENT 


Mayor William B. Hartsfield 


said Tuesday the U.S. officials 
were told that ‘we believe we 
are fairly competent to handle the 
situation ourselves.” He said the 
Justice Department men made no 
mention of the possible use of 
federal marshals here. 


Justice Department information 
director Ed Guthman earlier told 
The Constitution that “there was 
no attempt to keep it (the meet-| 
ing) secret.”

The same newspapers which 
have such doubts about the word 
“‘society’’—whether because of 
concern for its present-day 
meaningfulness or because of in- 
creased concern for “social” 
conscientiousness—have no such 
doubts about the rest of the so- 
ciety vocabulary. Adijectival 
and adverbial uses of the word 
have, paradoxically, suffered no 
such eclipse as the noun from 
which they were derived, and 
phrases like ‘socially promi- 
nent” and even “socially im- 
peccable’”’ abound in almost 
every kind of newspaper write- 
up, from gossip columns to 
obituaries. And yet, if these 
phrases mean anything, surely 
they should be subject to the 
same suspicion as their root. 


SCORN OPPOSITES 

Beyond this, if sins are com- 
mitted in the name of these 
phrases, let us look for a mo- 
ment at what sins are committed 
in associated words and phrases 
—phrases such as “well bred” 
and “‘well born,‘ ‘‘well connect- 
ed’’ and even “to the manner 
born.” Here it is immediately 
apparent that we are dealing 
witha one-way street. For if 
our democracy still permits 
these phrases, it most certainly 
does not countenance their op- 
posites. Whoever today, for ex- 
ample, would be so bold as to 
tell someone he was “badly 
bred,” ‘‘badly born’’ or “badly 
connected’? Furthermore, if 
our democracy has allowed such 
phrases to traffic in one direc- 
tion, it will not grant them the 
right to proceed without humor. 
Thus, as long as a half-century 
ago, we find Mark Twain de- 
fining ‘“‘good breeding.” ‘“‘It 
consists,”” he said, ‘‘in conceal- 
ing how much we think of our- 
selves and how little we think o 
the other person.”’ |

Shakespeare to the contrary, 
‘“‘manor’’ that only a short time 
ago lexicographer Charles Ear- 
ly Funk had to make a pub- 
lic reminder that Hamlet said 
“‘manner.” ‘‘When you use the 
phrase,”’ Dr. Funk said stern- 
ly, “bear in mind that it re- 
fers to a habit or practice, a 
custom of the people; it has 
nothing to do with rank or aris- 
tocracy or high estate, as it 
would be implied by the word 
‘manor.’ Unfortunately, Dr. 
Funk was not in time to cor- 
rect the writing, in 1899, of 
The Theory of the Leisure Class 
by Thorstein Bunde Veblen. 
“The ways of heredity are de- 
vious,”’ Veblen wrote, ‘‘and not 
every gentleman’s son is to the 
manor born.” 


HIS MOTHER’S SIDE 


As for the phrase ‘“‘well con- 
nected,” this would seem to 
fit the modern idea of having 
contacts perhaps better than 
the old-fashioned idea of hav- 
ing family connections. Cer- 
tainly its earlier usage seems 
almost as dated today as the 
famous Baltimore story, best 
told by Francis Beirne, of Bal- 
timore’s late Rebecca Shippen. 
Born a Nicholson and descend- 
ed from the Lloyds of Wye 
House, Mrs. Shippen was asked 
by a friend of hers if it had 
ever occurred to her that if 
our Lord had come to Balti- 
more she would never have met 
Him—since His Father was, 
after all, a carpenter. ‘“‘But, my 
dear,” replied Mrs. Shippen, 
“you forget.

Iron molds are heated in hot 
oil of 325 degrees, dipped into 
the thin batter, and returned 
to hot oil. Batter slips off mold 
and should be left in oil for 15 
seconds. Hold shell under oil 
until it browns. Lift out onto 
towel to drain. 


Before serving the shells, heat 
in 300-degree oven until crisp. 
Coloring and flavoring may be 
added to the oil for an added 
touch. 


Mrs. Silvers selected her fa- 
vorite lemon cream filling for 
the shells and topped it off with 
meringue. 


LEMON CREAM FILLING 


3 tbsps. cornstarch 

1 cup water 

1 cup sugar 

% tsp. salt 

2 egg yolks 

2 tbsps. butter 

1 tsp. lemon rind, grated 
3 tbsps. lemon juice 


Measure cornstarch into dou- 
ble boiler. Blend with % cup 
water until smooth. Add sugar 
and salt. Add egg yolks and 
beat. Stir in remaining water 
and cook in double boiler, stir- 
ring constantly until thickened. 
Cover and cook for 5 minutes. 
Remove and add butter, lemon 
rind and juice. Beat and cool. 
Place in shells and top with 
favorite meringue. 


Spoonbread is as popular in 
central and southern Kentucky 
as cornbread is in Georgia.

John Mullen, then as now the 
shrewd and energetic Milwaukee farm 
director, was in Atlanta to inspect the 
Crackers.

We were reminded of Mullen’s prophetic statement Tuesday 
when, seven years later at the joint major league meeting in Chi- 
cago, Commissioner Ford Frick spelled out such a platform. 


Frick told the residing geniuses of his flock that he wanted 
enough minor leagues in operation to guarantee talent for 20 major 
league teams. And, of course, anyone who has witnessed a major 
league game this year will vouch that there is not enough talent 
now available to stock 18 major league teams. There obviously are 
more players in the majors who should be in the minors than there 
are players in the minors who should be in the majors. 


One “‘prominent official,’’ perhaps Frankie Lane, suggested 
that a total of 14 minor league farms should be cultivated. He 
proposed two AAA, two AA, two A, four class B and four 
class C outfits in a tentative blueprint.

Mrs. Walser said her sister
